DR. HEADLAND, 83, 
DIES JN ALLIANCE 


Author and Lecturer Was 
Well-Known In Salem 
District

Upon his return to the United 
States in 1914, he became a member 
of the faculty at Mount Union, first 
is professor of religious education, 
ind later was selected for the J. W. 
Fawcett chair of religious education. 
In 1937 he assumed the em eritus 
relationship, but taught one class 
until the spring of IS 11. 
Widely knewn as a lecturer on 
Chinese art, culture, life, and his­ 
tory, Dr. Headland was also recog­ 
nized as an author of numerous 
articles and 12 books on Chinese 
life and religion. He was the ac­ 
cepted authority on Chinese life by 
several encyclopedias. 
In addition to an extensive liter­ 
ary career. Dr. Headland was one 
of the nation’s authorities on C hi­ 
nese art. His collection of paintings 
now hangs in the Boston museum. 
He gained keen insight into Chi­ 
nese court life through his wife, 
the former Dr. Miriam Sinclair, who 
was physician to the empress do­ 
wager of China. 
Dr. Headland was born in Free­ 
dom, Pa. H e was a member of Phi 
Beta Kaopa, Authors Club of Lon­ 
don, Authors League of America, 
Peking O riental and British Royal 
Asiatic societies.
